EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/ or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Mr. R. Pous (Reg. No. 29,099) on June 15, 2005. 
The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 1-2, 8-11 and 19-20 are canceled. 

In claim 3, line 4, after "first zone/ 7 , — where coating is performed with a coating 
device - is inserted. 

2. This Examiner's Amendment cancels claims 1-2 and 8-11, method claims that do 
not contain the coating in the first zone. Japan 2000-197843 still provides a teaching of 
guide rolls downstream from a "first zone" followed by deforming in a second zone 
downstream of the guide rollers, because as worded by independent claim 1, the "first 
zone" can be located anywhere upstream of the crown roller, and does not have to be a 
zone where coating occurs. This Examiner's Amendment also cancels claims 19-20. 
These claims appear to contain new matter, as no support for the features of these 
claims are provided in the disclosure as originally filed. This Examiner's Amendment 
also amends claim 3 to provide that the crown roller is downstream of a first zone that 
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contains a coating device that performs coating so that the issues raised as to claims 1-2 
and 8-11 as discussed above are not present as to claim 3. 

3. The amendment of May 11, 2005 and the Examiner's Amendment above, 
overcomes all the outstanding rejections of the claims. As to the 35 USC 112 rejections 
of claims 2, 4 and 6, the Examiner notes that claim 2 is canceled. As to claims 4 and 6, 
end portions has been clarified to mean "side edges". As to the 35 USC 103 rejection of 
the claims, this has been overcome by applicant 7 s arguments that Japan 2000-197843 
provides that the edge lifter is located between a guide roll and a die, and thus does not 
provide the required location of the edge lifter after (downstream of) the roll, which is 
after (downstream of) the coating die as is required by the claims.
